WASHINGTON.—Common gossip here says lhal one of President Roose- 


velt's first nets under the reorganization bill will be to lump all of the New 
tteal housing agencies together In one new scl-up. 


-® Nobody knows—except, perhaps, the 


President himself—whether he is really 
going to do any such thing. But an 
examination of the present bewildering 
array of housing agencies leads you lo 
the conclusion that, only a Vn'ngician 
can put all these agencies togelher, 


So far, in money actually laid on the 


line and not counting money whoso ex- 
penditure has been authorized, the 
government has acquired a $5,000,- 
000,000 stake in the housing business. 


1. Through the Home Owners Loan 


Corporation, it has spent some three 
billions lo buy distressed mortgages 
and save a million families from evic- 
tion. 


2. Through the Federal Housing Ad- 


ministration it has committed itself to 
make good mortgages worth $1,400,- 
000,000 if the lending institutions which 
hold them find it nccesssary to fore- 
close. 
. 


3. Through the U. S. Housing Au- 


thority and the Public Works Admin- 
istration it has loaned or given ?161,- 
000,000 to cities for slum clearance proj- 
ects. This does not include some ?640,- 
000,000 additional which the USHA has 
earmarked for disposal in the same 
manner. 


4. Through the Federal Home Loan 


Bank Board and its member agencies 
il has used $525,000,000 lo secure the 
credit reserves of building and loan 
associations and to insure their de- 
positors' savings. 


5. Into various rehousing projects 


now under the wing of the Farm Se- 
curity Administration it has put ?49,- 
000,000. 


Double Standard 


The principal headache in all of Uiis 


has been the conflict of purposes be- 
tween the Home Loan Bank Board and 
the Federal Housing Administration. 


With the former organization, the 


government has been trying to help 
Ihe building and loan associations; with 
the other, it has been promoting coW- 
pelltion with them. 


This situation arose naturally en- 


ough, When the depression came, Ihe 
building and loan, companies were 
loaded 
wilh long lerm 
mortgages 


which they couldn't liquidate. They 
had, borrowed, in turn, from comiher-

PITTSBURGH — No matter where 


you violate the 
traffic regulations 


in Pittsburgh, you can never be 
sure that you are getting away wilh 
it. 


There may be no police core in 


sight. But there is a good chance lhal 
you arc being noted by one of 5000 
"traffic observers." 


The system of volunteer "observers" 


who report violations to a central 
bureau seems to be working. Since 
it was introduced in 1930 by the Bet- 
ter Traffic Committee, a city-sub- 
sidi/.cd agcnccy, records show that its 
activities have run parallel to a con- 
stantly falling accident toll. 


Traffic Spies 


The system is simple. The commit- 


tee invites citizens to be come ob- 
servers. Accepting, he or she is as- 
signed a number by Ihe committee, 
and given a credential card. 
Form 


cards on which to report observed 
violalions are then provided. 


Names of the observers are not made 


public, and are known only lo hie 
traffic committee, which identifies the 
reports by the number of Ihe obser- 
ver. 


When such an observer sees a car 


weaving widly in traffic, passing a 
standing street-oar, speeding, .'pulling 
tiiu'tjtf rbm nhe • cvtfb'Avtlhbm ly'dr iverV 
signal, crashing a light, or culling 
across traffic lanes in a dangerous 
manner, he nolcs Ihe livense num- 
ber. 


Then, on a prinlcd report card ho 


records the number, the offense, makes 
any additional remarks, jots down his 
own number as observer, and mails 
Ihe card to the committee. 


Polite Request 


The committee checks the number 


of the offending car and mails a po- 
lite form Iclter lo Ihe owner asking 
his co-opcralion in making Pills- 
burgh traffic safer. 


Then the report is noted on a card, 


which is kept for each carowncr re- 
poiicd. 
II carries on one side the 


reports from observers, and on the 
other a listing from police records 
of any accidents in which Ihe driver 
may have been involved. 


Six thousand such warning lellers 


go oul each year to owners whose 
cars have been reported as offend- 
ing. 
Less than one per cent yield 


at having been "spied on." 


Many return answers saying that 


they themselves had not been driv- 
ing their cars at the lime reported, 
and thai Ihcy had warned chauffeurs, 
wives, sons, or daughlers who were. 
Mosl replies indicate that the warn- 
ing is effective, promising more care 
in the future. 


When a letter is returned contain- 


ing a rcsonablc excuse, the committee 
usually does not mark the offense on 
the record. 


Index Evidence 


In a great file are cards on 50,000

The 12 Federal Home Loan Banks

But 
by 'making easy credit available, and 
providing a safety calch for Ihe lender, 
it drew new agencies into the picture- 
insurance corporations, big banks, and 
so on—and thus provided the building 
and loan associations with a new and 
spirited form of competition,

Paid by the Films 


Louis B. Mayer's $1,161,- 


753 Is Best Pay-Check 


In Nation 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—The Treasury 


gave congress a peek at 1937 salaries 
Friday, revealing that by and large 
the big money is in the movies. 


Top figure for the year was $1,161,- 


753, paid Louis B. Mayer by Loew's 
Inc., to which Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
Corporation added $134,150 for his ser- 
vices as vice president. 


The list showed 63 salaries greater 


than ?200,000, of which 40 were paid 
by motion picture companies. It con-> 
sisted of salaries of more lhan ?15,000 
Ihe payments including salaries and 
bonuses. In some cases, it was point- 
ed out, the recipients of the salaries 
listed had to pay business expenses 
out of them. In others, the payments 
were on a corporate fiscal year basis, 
rather than for the calendar year. 


Income taxes took sizeable portions, 


especially of larger salaries. Besides 
the normal tax of 4 per cent on net 
ncome, the federal government im- 
Joses surtaxes ranging up lo 75 per 
cent on income above 55,000,000. Many 
states impose income laxes. 


J. Roberl Rubin, vice president of 


Loew's Inc., received $651.123, and N. 
NI. Schenck, president of the company, 
drew $489,602. Greta Garbo's com- 
pensation for the year was $472,000;

Failing Blood'Circulation in Legs Comes With 


Age, Requires Care 


Among the chief difficulties nsso- 


ciatecl with growing old are changes 
in the circulation of the blood in the 
legs. These changes may be due to 
many causes. 


First there may be hardening of tlic 


walls of the blood vessels, which dimin- 
ishes their caliber and makes circula- 
tion of the blood more difficult. 


Second, a small piece may break 


off a blood clot somewhere in'the body 
and flow in the blood stream until it 
.reaches a vessel from whch there is no 
outlet. Here it will block a vessel and 
interfere with the flow of blood. 


Third, a clot may form in any of the 


blood vessels due to inflammation in 
the wall or from some- other cause, and 
this also will interfere seriously wilh 
circulation. 


In most cases the reduction of the 


flow of blood is gradual. However, 
just as son us u luck of a sufficient 
supply of blood begins, serious changes 
tnke place in the tissues. The tissues 
feel cold because it is the blood that 
keeps them worm'. Next, the lack ofj 
nutrition for the tissues may cause 
them to break down so that simple 
ulcers or even severe gangrene may 
occur. 


Whenever; there is n lack oC blood 


supply in a muscle, it is likely to be 
subjected to cramp-like pains. Many 
times the first sign that We get that 
something is wrong with the circula- 
tion of the blood in the legs is the fre- 
quent occurrence of such cramp-like 
pains. The doctor by making a care- 
ful investigation can determine the 
extent to which the circulation of the 
blood is adequate and can then pro- 
vide suitable treatment. 


One of the most important steps is, 


of course, to conserve the heal of the 
body. People who have trouble with 
the circulation of the blood should 
wear clothing that is warm' and not 
constricting. The hands and feet par- 
ticularly must be kept warm. Loose 
fitting gauntlets are warmer 
than 


gloves with separate fingers. 
times two pairs of medium weight 
stockings are warmer than orte thick 
pair. Such people must avoid expos- 
ure to cold and especially to cold water. 


Iii general it is believed Hint smok- 


ing is not gdod for people with circu- 
latory disturbances in the legs. . 


Pain 1^ relieved by warmth and by 


rest. Sometimes elevation of the legs 
is of the greatest importance.In giving 
thorn-ntlditinnnl rest,-additional-circu- 
lation and freedo'irt from pain. 


There are six "don'ts" nnd two "dos" 


which every one of these people should 
keep in mind: 


1. Don't allow your feet tb gel cold. 
2. Don't stand up too long. 


- 3. Don't-walk too far, or on voiiglv 
'ground; 


4. Don't get into crowds, where 


your feet may be trumped oni 


5. Don't wear boots or shoes that 


pinch, or thnt have nhi^s coming 
through the sole. 


G. Don't pare your corns deeply, and 


don't put on corn-plasters. (If you can 


afford it, tfo In a good chiropodist.) 


•1. D6 wash your feet daily with 


tepid water; dry with a soft towel, 
especially between the toes. 


. Do cut the toe-nails straight, and 


well nwity from the quick.

Independenl reporls said there were 
destructive bombardments of Alban- 
ian towns and heavy fighting. 


The official report told of King 


Zog's dispatch of a mission to see the 
chief of Ihe Italian landing forces and 
declared it was clear that "he intend- 
ed to place obstacles in the way of the 
Italian troops by prolonging the ne- 
golialions." 


It told of the destruction by Alban- 


ians of a bridge over the Shijak river 
on the road between the port of 
Durazzo and Tirana, but said: "This 
did not constitute un obstacle for our 
valorous troops who continued lo ad- 
vance toward the Albimian capital." 


The bridge is about 10 miles from 


Durazzo, which is 25 miles from Ti- 
rana. 


Another official dispatch said Zog

Italy's blow al the liny country 


across the Adriatic brought a protest 
from Great Britain that the action 
might result in violation of the Bril-

It was said that Zog had offered lo 


end Albanian resislance and permit an 
Italian protectorate for Albania lo be 
established provided his counlry were 
permitted to retain a measure of in- 
dependence. 


Despite the offer, Italy was pro- 


ceeding relentlessly with military oc- 
cupation and troops were pushing 
ahead over difficult ground.

Points Out 


A HALF-DRAWN CORK 


England's Greatest Fear 


Is From Bombing- 


Planes 


By PRESETON GROVER 


WASHINGTON. - Strategists study- 


ing German efforts to get at raw ma- 
terials and food become more and more 
aware that England has not wasted her 
time in these past 300 years getting her 
hands on strategic points in the world's 
geography. 


The net result of this is that Ger- 


many has either to fight England at a 
disadvantage to herself—or head east 
if she wants to get at food and sup- 
plies. Of course she can be peace- 
able and trade, but that doesn't seem 
to be the way to do things these days: 
Another thing—Germany can go only 
so ,far to the east until she strikes Eng- 
land again. 
. • 


England's control of key points is 


felt most keenly just now by Ger- 
many. A 'map of Europe shows why. 
At no point can Germany get'access to 
the open sea without England's per- 
mission, or without overcoming Eng- 
land. 


It also explains why England con- 


tinues to build up her already superior 
navy to enormous proportions. 
She 


wants to protect her key points. 


A Half-Drawn Cork 


England stands like a half-drawn 


cork at the outlet of the Baltic. Ger- 
many is behind the cork. To reach the 
open ocean, she must travel either 
through the English Channel between 
England and France, or northward be- 
tweeni England and the 'Scandinavian 
peninsula. England blocked both those 
passages during the World War. Her 
navy is being built up to be able to do 
it again. 


At present Germany is deaded east- 


ward. She has vastly increased her 
raw materials resources, but it is still 
doubtful whether she has reached 
enough food to b'e self-sustaining in 
case of war. If she hasn't she has tw'o 
courses, and they may not work. First 
she can try to get food from Russia by 
seizing the Ukraine, and second, she 
can try to get out to the ocean by way 
of the Black Sea, the Dardanelles and 
the Mediterranean. 


Through her economic pact with Ru- 


mania, Gennany already has a foot- 
ing of some sort in the Black Sea. Per- 
haps Turkey will let her go fro'm' there 
through the Dardanelles into the Med- 
iterranean. But there again appears 
England, in command of the strategic 
spots, Gibraltor at th.e west and the 
Suez Canal at the oast. • 


Air Strength Important 


But if it really comes to a battle for 


food, as it did in the last war, Eng- 
land herself is not invulnerable. Strat- 
egists point out that Germany, in com- 
mand of the air, could well nigh starve 
England to her knees. 


It may be true that a well armed 


navy can defy an air armada. That 
yet to be tested in war. But it is cer-
